For  many  3’ears  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  selling  many  great  and  out- 
standing coins  at  both  Public  Auction  and  Private  sale.  It  is  now  our  pleasure 
to  offer  you  for  your  consideration  the  celebrated  collections  of  two  great  col- 
lectors, who  both  in  their  own  right  were  specialists. 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Guggenheimer,  while  not  prominently  known  as  a numismatist, 
got  his  start  early  in  life.  His  father  started  this  collection  nearly  sixty  years 
ago.  As  his  father’s  interest  dwindled,  his  interest  kindled.  It  was  climaxed 
several  years  ago  when  Mr.  Guggenheimer  started  to  acquire  the  outstanding 
rarities  contained  in  this  catalogue.  He  became  very  well  known  to  the  various 
dealers  in  this  countiy,  and  hence  reached  a point  where  he  could  no  longer 
obtain  any  additional  coins  for  his  collection.  At  this  point,  he  then  decided  to 
dispose  of  his  entire  collection  in  order  that  other  collectors  could  reap  the 
rewards  of  acquiring  sought-after  coins.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  Guggen- 
heimer for  giving  us  the  privilege  of  offering  his  collection  at  this  time. 

Mr.  John  W.  Hutchinson,  the  gentleman  whose  magnificent  paper  money 
collection  is  offered  herein  was  also  not  prominently  known  to  the  current  throng 
of  collectors.  A Boston  banker,  he  had  access  to  the  very  best  of  currency  offer- 
ings in  New  England  during  the  past  forty  years.  He  was  closely  associated 
with  the  late  Mr.  Grinnell  and  his  secretary,  i\Ir.  Draper,  both  of  Detroit,  Mr. 
James  Wade  of  New  York,  well  known  in  the  New  York  baidving  circles,  Mr. 
Wm.  Philpott  of  Dallas,  the  present  secretary  of  the  Texas  Bankers  Association, 
who  is  probably  the  outstanding  collector  of  currency  today.  Dr.  Limpert  of 
Koyal  Oak,  Mich,  who  has  written  an  expert,  and  authoritative  reference  book 
on  this  fascinating  series,  and  last  but  not  least  Mr.  Allan  Forbes,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  State  Street  Trust  Company  of  Boston  who  was  Mr.  Hutchin- 
son’s  closest  companion  Avhen  it  came  to  talking  “currency.”  We  have  had 
many  thrills  in  offering  rare  and  choice  coins  but  never  an  opportunity  to  offer 
such  an  extensive  and  specialized  collection  of  U.  S.  Currency.  For  this  privilege 
we  wish  to  extend  to  Mr.  Hutchinson  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

THE  CATALOGUE  : From  the  very  time  that  we  secui-ed  these  two  great 
collections,  the  only  thought  that  we  had  in  mind  was  to  produce  an  outstanding 
catalogue.  A catalogue  that  could  serve  as  a ready  reference  when  a collector 
wanted  to  establish  a value  of  a coin  or  note.  This  we  hope  we  have  accom- 
plished. AA^e  have  tried  to  spare  no  time  in  ]u*eparing  this  com]^endium.
